Most  of  the  usable  water  in  western  states  originates  as  mountain  snowfall  This  snowfall  accumulates  during 
the  winter  and  spring,  several  months  before  the  snow  melts  and  appears  as  streamflow.  Since  the  runoff  from 
precipitation  as  snow  is  delayed,  estimates  of  snowmelt  runoff  can  be  made  well  in  advance  of  its  occurrence 
Streamflow  forecasts  published  in  this  report  are  based  principally  on  measurement  of  the  water  equivalent  of 
the  mountain  snowpack. 

Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  more  of  the 
climatic  factors  during  the  remainder  of  the  snow 
be  an  effective  average.  Early  season  forecasts 
later  dates. 

The  snow  course  measurement  is  obtained  by  sampling  snow  depth  and  water 
locations  in  mountain  areas  A total  of  about  ten  samples  are  taken  at  each 
reported  as  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent.  These  measurements  are  repeated 
dates  each  year. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  from  January  1 through  June  1 in  most  states  There  are  about 
1400  snow  courses  in  Western  United  States  and  in  the  Columbia  Basin  in  British  Columbia.  In  the  near  future,  it 
is  anticipated  that  automatic  snow  water  equivalent  sensing  devices  along  with  radio  telemetry  will  provide  a 
continuous  record  of  snow  water  equivalent  at  key  locations. 

Detailed  data  on  snow  course  and  soil  moisture  measurements  are  presented  in  state  and  local  reports.  Other 
data  on  reservoir  storage,  summaries  of  precipitation,  current  streamflow,  and  soil  moisture  conditions  at 
valley  elevations  are  also  included.  The  report  for  Western  United  States  presents  a broad  picture  of  water 
supply  outlook  conditions,  including  selected  streamflow  forecasts,  summary  of  snow  accumulation  to  date,  and 
storage  in  larger  reservoirs

JUNE  1,  1966 

SNOW  SURVEYS,  SUPPLEMENTAL  MEASUREMENTS  AND  CORRECTIONS 


Snow  surveys  made  near  the  first  of  June  indicate  a continuation  of 
the  unusually  dry  spring.  We  have  now  had  three  months  without  a single 
storm  heavy  enough  to  increase  streamflow  significantly.  Forecasts  made 
on  the  first  of  May  were  reduced  from  those  made  on  April  1st  and  it  ap- 
pears that  practically  all  rivers  will  flow  slightly  under  the  forecasts. 
Those  rivers  without  adequate  storage  are  experiencing  critical  water 
shortages  at  this  time.  Reservoir  storage,  however,  was  excellent  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season  but  will  be  reduced  significantly  by  the  end 
of  this  irrigation  season.  Soil  moisture  measurements  reflect  the  un- 
usually dry  spring  and  it  would  now  take  heavy  rains  to  satisfy  the  dry 
soils  and  produce  additional  runoff. 

This  report  carries  corrected  measurements  made  earlier  in  the  season. 

In  some  cases,  resurveys  were  made,  and  others,  errors  were  found  in 
the  data.
